Cryctnnatt, O., Jan. 27.—A large number 
of Indiana Democratic lawyers and poli- 
ticlans have been subpcenaed by Senator V oor- 
hees’ Exodus Committee to go to Washing- 
ton and testify that Indiana is fully popu 
lated and has no need of colored laborers. 
Care seems to have been taken to 
summon only such men as are certain from 
their political pe to give the desired 
testimony.

Dublin Oorrespondence London Standard, Jan. 12.

In early railroad times, care 
was taken to throw restraints upon the 
passenger traffic, because it was believed the 
business of the iron highways would be 
confined to that now subordinate branch of 
their work. When tlie roads which now make 
up the New York Central began to earry 
freight they were required to pay to the 
canal fund an amonnt equal to the tolls that 
would have accrued to the canal from the 
busihess thus diverted. This and other re- 
strictions were soon removed altogether. In 
1855 4 Board of Railroad Commissioners was 
ereated, but the corporations quickly secured 
@ repeal of the law, and silenced opposition 
on the part of the Commissioners who were 
thrown outef office by paying them their sal- 
aries for the fiill term fot which they had 
been appointed. Railroad-building has been 
encouraged in every possible way. The 
State has donated in all about $8,000,000, and 
the local Governments about $81,000,000 more 
by investment in stoeks atid bonds. Inte 
turn fot all the public franchises, grants, 
stibseriptions, ani favors; the corporations 
have been governed by the most Selfish and 
grasping policy towards people. 

Parasite companies, enjoying special facili- 
ties for the benefit of railway managers and 
stockholders and for the fleecing of the pub- 
lie, are exposed in. the report. The Mer- 
ehants’ Dispatch OGompany is a sample. 
Only 2 per cerit of the eapital was sub- 
séribéd, but this Company pays 10 per cent 
dividends on the nominal capital, or an an- 
nual dividend of 40 per cent upon the actual 
investment. The sleeping-car companies 
iilso enjoy thé benefits of special contracts 
which ate ridiculously low. The terminal 
facilities of the New York Central are under 
the absohite éontrol of the Union Stock 


| Yard & MarketCompany; Senator McePher- 


son similarly controls the cattle business of 
the Erie Road, and the entire eattle business 
of all the railroads that reach New York is 
pooled, including that of the Pennsylvania 
and the Baltimore & Ohio Roads. The 
charges are naturally excessive. Coal- 
roads, 
age fees, and other means of extortion 
in the hatids of subsidiary corporations and 
iiisidé tings serve to impose upon the public. 
‘The amount of “water” in the stock of the 
New York Central corporations is set down 
At $53,507,000, and that of the Erie Road at 
$53,163,881. In one Erie transaction the 
bonded interest-bearing indebtedness of the 
toad was incréased $25,000,000, while the road 
ac’ aally received only $14,200,000 of this 
loan. 

In canvassing the subject of rates, the Com- 
inittee found that, while the rate from the 
West to New York in all cases of pooling 
was fixed at from three to eight cents per 100 
pounds higher than to Baltimore, ahd from 
two te six cents higher than to Philadelphia, 
the New York roads, as 4 tiatter of fact, 
can ecatry freight from the West to 
New York City as cheaply as the 
éthet roads to their respective termini. 
This has long been popularly believed, and, 
now that it has been established by compe- 
teht evidence, it shows that Mr. Vanderbilt 
has been inflicting an injury upon both 
Westétn interests and Néw York interests 
by liis organization of pools. The element 
of distance is sometimes ignored altogether, 
as ih the éase of the contract8 with the 
Standard Oil Cempany. All the railroads 


: agreed to carry the crude oil from the wells 


to Cleveland and Pittsburg and the refined 
oil frem these points to New York as cheaply 
as they would carry the ernde oil from the 
wells to Néw York; in other words, they 
madé 4 haul of 300 miles for nothing in favor 
of the Standard Oil Company. Subse 
quéntly a further concession was mate to 
the Standard Oil Company by giving them a 
rate as low as was given to other parties, 
still ignoring distance; and in addition a 
special rebate of 10 per cent on all their ship- 
ments. Still later, when competition was 
brought about by the Tide-Water Pipe Line; 
whith effected a connection with the sea- 
board, the railroads conibined te reduce 
the rate to ® cents a barrel on 
erudé oll, then to 16; then t 10 
cents a barrel. The railroads voluntarily 
sustained. a loss of $1 a barrel on nearly 
13,000,000 barrels during the year.1879 in order 
to save the Standard Company from “ injury 
by competition.” They hauled 890 pounds 
over 400 miles of road (taking the cars back 
empty) for 10 cents ih this oil traffic, at the 
sainé time they chatged 45 cents for hauling 
a can of milk, weighing ninety pounds, over 
a distance of sixty miles: 

The Hepburn Committee found abundant 
evidence of unjust disctiminations. The 
number of special contracts madé by the 
Centtal & Hudson River Kailroad in one 
year was siz thousand, and the practicé tipon 
the Erie Road was much thesame. Of course 
the variation from the schedule rite 
was always in favor of thé shipper who had 
a special contract, and a discrimination 
against his competitors in business who weré 
not similarly favored. There was no system 
about these special rates; they were al! 
arbitrary, secret, and prejudicial. No better 
reason ¢ould be discoveted for an increase of 
the rate on grain froin 15 cents to 40 cents 
per 100 pounds between Chicago and New 
York than that of power, greed, and indif- 
ference t6 the public interests. It was 
ascertained te the satisfaction of thé Com- 
mittee that 15 cents per 100 pounds was 
a “ living raté,” and that it cost the railroads 
ne more to han! 100 pounds in Nevember 
than it did in August. How ebdniplétely the 
railroads ignore the principle that they 
should not chargé mote for a shorter than 
for a longer distance is strikingly illustrated 
by numerous instances. A Rochester man 
shipped his goods to New York and there re- 
shipped them to Cincinnati via Rochester 
for 14 cetits pet 100 pounds less than a direct 
shipment would have cost him; to St: Louis 
thé Same fotindabou but Shipment saved him 18 


éléyators, poft charges, lighter. 


This statement would have some force if it 
were just or true, Asa whole, it is neither 


just nor true. That there have been some 


towns and soffié eoutities which havé én- 
deavored to escape, throtgh the courts, some 
of their bonded indebtedness, is true, and that 


interest is also trie, bit the statement that 
such proceedings have been general or were 
iristigated by any dishonest purpose is al- 
together unwatranted by fhe facts. 

Thé only municipal indebtedness concern- 
ing which there has been any contest, or 
which there has been any disposition to 
evade, is that known as railroad-aid indebted- 
ness; and evén of this the so-called “ repu- 
diation”’ has been. limited to a few munici- 
palities and for a comparatively limited 


ainount. Not as an exeuse for nor in justif.-. 


cation of any scheme to avoid the payment of 
legally-contractéd debts, but as ah explana- 
tion of the condtiet of thosé towfis whicli are 
in default of intetest, and which have en- 
deavored in the courts to have their indebted- 
ness declared illégal, a brief statement of 
the circumstances will not prove uninterest- 


ing. This class of indebtedness actually in- 


curred by vote of the people, though hot then

We have given a@ généfal statement of how 
these railroad-aid bonds wére obtained from 
the municipalities; of course the details 
varied, but the results were substantially the 
sdme: the bonds were obtained and thé capi- 
tal stock given in exchange Was sponged out 
of existence. — , 

It is the custom to represent the people.of 
these rural communities as an ungrateful 
race; that, having given their bonds to help 
build the road, and having got the road, they 
then turn round and try to evade paying fur 
it. Thisis not the truth. These communi- 
ties, with few exceptional cases, did not vote 
bonds as # donation, er as & contribution to 
build the roads, but as bona fide subdscrip- 
tions to the eapital stock of the company, 
entitling the holders toa voicein thé man- 
agemetit and direétion 6f the roals. Of this 
entire subscription: atid payment with 10 per 
eent bonds to these roads; amounting to six- 
teen millions of dbliars, the stock received 
by these comiitinities has been totally extin- 


guished. It has béeh utterly lost, and swept 


away, but the bonds remain to be paid. 

In some casés the original subscriptions 
were obtained by fraud, open and glaring, 
and the municipalities have refused and do 
refuse to issue the} bonds. In others there 
have been efforts made to contest the validity 
of the bonds in eases where the bonds were 
issued in gross violation of the law. In still 
futther instances, éspecially of Small town- 
ships, the original vote was for bonds aggre- 
gating @ suth far mn excess of the ability of the 
property to pay. In séme districts the principal! 
and interest was equal te 60 per cent of the 
value of all the land within the township.

Excepting where theissue of borids was

THE CONDITIONS A. a SOUTHERN PROG. 

There was pritited if the last issue 6f Tie 
TRIBUNE an interview between the Cinein- 
nati Dnqittrer and Mr. W. H. Grady, of 
Atlanta, Ga, who has been promitient in 
Southern journalism for many years, and is 
at present Seutherh eorrespondent for the 


New York Herald and other prominent pa 
pers. MY. Grady talked very freely of the 


condition of Southern feeling, and his testi-- 


mony tallies with that which has e¢ome to us 
from various other sources, fu’ lenditig 
strong confirniation to his statements. Ac 


cording to Mr. Grady; the Southern people 


are tired of sectionalism. They want peace, 
quiet, and a restored equilibrium. They 
have diseovered that the spirit of sec- 
tionalism, which is the éteck ih trade 
of Southern Boutbon demagogs, and 
which is fostered by the politicians 
to further their personal ambitions, is 
working material jury to their sec- 
tion. While the South offers every possible 
inducement to attract the emigrant and for 
the investment ef capital, they find that the 
entire tide of emigration seeks the West, 
that Northern capital seeks Western invest- 
ments, and that Pastern and English enter- 
prise goes there also, and that under these 
potent agencies the West is flourishing. 
Says Mr. Grady: “The old enthusiasm that 
centered about political matters in the ante 
bellum days is now gathered about rehabili- 
tation and development. Our people are just 
beginning to appreciate the real resources of 
our seetion, and they are thrilling under the 
possibilities of the future.” In summing up 


usé of the following illustration: 


“ The fact is, the South recognizes prétty clear- 
ly that under thé present adjustihent she has one 
of two alternatives. She must be Ireland or 
Scotland. She tiiust show the honiely wisdom 
of Sawney or the implacable temper of Paddy. 
In the one case She gets peace, thrift, quiet; in 
the other there is nothing but turbulence, dis- 
quiet, and famine. There is no braver or 
higher-minded fellow on the earth than Sawney, 
and as he bows his head with decorous wisdom, 
and works out his salvation in silence, the blood 
that followed Briice and Waliacé does not flash

absnrd than was the contse of the South: In-

“How much do you think this weighs?’ 
said Mr. Sigafus, handing me a dull, lead- 
colored, irregular chunk. After lifting, I 
estimated its weight at over 100 pounds. 
“Well, we estimate its value at $1,200 to 
$1,500.” Cutting it with my knife, it showed 
the well-known polished surface of horn 
silver. He gave us each a specimen, telling 
us that we could readily draw it out intoa 
silver bar with a common blacksmith’s forge. 
After examining these rich samples, and en- 
deavoring, though vainly, to keep our hearts 
from breaking the tenth commandment, we 
left the light of day behind us. 

In visiting mines with deep shafts, I 
usually go down by the ladder-way, prefer- 
ring this labor to the hazards of a rope and 
bucket: but, by the time I get through the 
mine, I proeretly risk the cable for the re- 
turn. In these elevated regions I find with 
Virgil that ‘“®acilis descensus Averni,” but 
the “ revocase gradum ” takes all my breath 
away. This time, asI wanted to be fresh 
for the mine, and the machinery was all so 
new and strong, Mr. Sigafus and I went 
down with the buckets, but Mr. Hewbert and 
the Professor preferred the ladders. A few 
turns of the engine, and we reached the 
platform, about 

170 FEET FROM THE SURFACE, 
and the glare of sunlight was exchanged for 
the dim flicker of the candles, while the 
dripping water on every side gathered in lit- 
tle streams and flowed to the sum p. 

Correspondents, in describing these mines, 
often’picture dazzling walls of: glittering sil- 
ver,—caves of Aladdin where countles§ crys- 
tals flash pack the rays of light, ete. These 
are pure fictions. Native silveris extreme! 
rare in this district, and the chemical combi- 
nations in which it is found are og EBs but 

listening. I venture to say at. if a 
fundred tons of _the richest ore eve 
produced from this carbonate-camp were 
dumped in an open lot in Chicago, not one 
man in a thousand would stop to look at it, 
or earry away a pound of it. round us are, 
indeed, walls which would rival in richness 


and wealth the magie caves of Oriental ro- 
manee. Above us, beneath, and at either 


side, are thousands of tons of the dull red or 
ray sand-carbonates, which need only to 
fitted, fluxed, melted, and separated by the 
alchemy of .fire from its gross alliancés, and 
the bank-adccount of its owners is increased 
by 4thousand dollars for every ton; yet here 
it looks brown, dirty, 
LITTLE BETTER THAN MUD, 
and disagreeable in its contact, except for the 
consciousness Of the value hidden there. 
aWhile we are fairly in the mine, we can 
perhaps guess at the reason why this rich- 
ness was kept from the public eye so long. 


There was no weakness to conceal,—no dep- 


redations on neighbors’ rights to cover,—but 
onty that, in their haste to raise a certain 
amouut of value in a given time, they had 
eut and gouged the nearer workings in every 
unseemly shape, with holes and caverns, and 
uncouth drifts hastily timbered, and not ac- 
cording to the rules of scientific mining, 
which require the levels to be so run as to 
leave bieeks of mineral to be removed in reg- 
ular progress. All this is now being correct- 
ed. Good work is now done, and the timber- 
ing and logging carefully and strongly ad- 
justed. ; 

In traversing the mine, we go up and down, 
following the dip of the ore,—sometimes 
almost on.a level, sometimes dipping sharply 
downward or upward. We climb down short 
ladders, or over timbers covering deep pits, 
and to the end of drifts, where the dim lights 
reveal the brawny miners picking away at 
the breast, or Gepiting for a shot in the harder 
ground. Occasionally we come to a droop- 
ing wall of quartzite or porphyry, or to what 
is Gechnically called a *‘ borse,”’ and probably 
buried in the bed of carbonates in those 
elder days when the Silverian seas covered 
these regions, and the precious minerals 
were being deposited.

In some places I think I saw from thirty to 
forty feet, with the foot-wall not yet exposed.

SHERMAN AGAINST. GRANT. 


The Fight for the Presidenc 
y¥~How It 
Is Beimg Conducted by the Secretary 
of the Treasury—What President 
Hayes Is Doing—Eforts to Secure 


Pledged Delegations from the South— 


Offices Promised and Given for Par- 
tisan Service. | | 

New York Times (Third-Term Organ). 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Those persons who 


assume that U. 8. Grant will without opposi- 


tion receive the nomination for the Presiden- 
cy at the Chicago Convention—as shrewd- 
est politicians believe—will, when the time 
comes, find themselves very much mistaken. 
Itis generally known—in fact, it has been 
for some months past an open secret—that 
Secretary Sherman was using all the -power 
of his high position to secure for himself 
delegates to that Convention. The extent 
of his operations in this direction, however, 
has never been fully revealed. It is now 
stated here, upon what seems to be trust- 
worthy authority, that Secretary Sher- 
man commenced his campaign for the 
Presidency immediately after the inaugura- 
tion of President Hayes,—in fact, that he had 
a distinct understanding with the President 
that, in return for his aid in the memorable 
contest of four ‘years ago, he (Mr. Hayes) 
should give to him (Sherman) in the present 
canvass @very possible assistance and oppor- 
tunity to become his successor. Whether‘or 
not President Hayes is carrying out his part 
of this bargain, assuming that such a bargain 
was ever made, is questioned by those ina 
position to be best informed. In favor of the 
theory that the President is indeed giving 
Mr. Sherman the support indicated, it is 
shown that within the past two or three 
months no Federal office in New York, or 
any other important State, has been given to 
any man who was not known to be an out- 
spoken advocate of the Secretary’s candida- 
ture. In opposition to the theory, it is shown 
that through President Hayes there have been 
appointed in the South numerous Democrats 
to the position of Supervisors of the Census. 
In North Carelina, for instance, where there 
are four such offices, three of the gentlemen 
appointed are known to be Democrats, and 
not friendly to Secretary Sherman. These 
appointments, however, and others of the 
same character in the South, may perhaps be 
attributed as much to the well-known eccen- 
tricity of the Chief Magistrate as to any dis- 
inclination on his part to aid the Sherman 
canvass. But no matter what may be the 
feeling of Mr. Hayes on the subject, and 
without any reference to his position, it is an 
undoubted fact that Secretary Sherman, on 
his own responsibility, has =e most bare- 
faced fashion nsed every pdWer of his De- 
partment to secure for himself delegates to 
the Chicago meeting. This Statement can- 
not be denied. In all the Southern States

Mr. Bailey, who, 
as Special Agent, has fallen into this agree- 
able little position, was the right-hand man 
of Col. Mosby in his recent political career, 
and has three sons in the CivilService. They 
are P. B. Bailey, Internal Reyeuue and_ To- 
bacco Inspector at Petersburg, Va.; H. C. 
Bailey, Deputy Collector of internal Reve- 
nue for the Sixth District of Virginia; and 
S. T. Bailey, who is in the Consular service. 
The New Orleans Custom-House is ex- 
pected to secure for Sherman the delega- 
tions, or at least a part of them, from 
Louisiana, Alabama, ae and Arkan- 
sas. The widely-known P. B, 8. Pinchback, 
who is now in Washington in consulta- 
tion with the Secretary, is, unless all signs 
fail, to receive an appointment in_ his 
interest. ‘The Commissioner of the Land 
Office at Florida, Mr. Richardson, who 
has just been appointed, is also_ directly 
an agent of Mr. Sherman; and it is an un- 
disputed fact that to prominent Republicans 
in both the Carolinas and Georgia the Secre- 
tary has made direct offers of positions if 
they would pledge themselves to bring their 
delegations to Chicago for him.

ORTON, THE CLAIMANT. 


The Wapping Butcher Impagtor Before 
the English Courts Again, 
London Times, Jan. 14. 

It appears to be the unhappy doom of the 
country to hear once more about Arthur 
Orton. The Attorney-General’s fiat for a 
writ of error hap been granted, and the pro- 
priety of the sentence of the Court of Queen’s 
Bench must be discussed sooner or later. 
Most of us will endure with complete com- 
posure any delay in discussing the validity 
of the sentence pronounced on Orton. No 
malign goblin was ever more odious than 
isthe claim of this unabashed personage. 
It casts a shatlow, over the opening year to 
know that this huge, swollen imposture is to 
step into the world again, to jostle interests 
more important out of the way, and, so to 
speak, to come between men and the sun. 
His long series of falsehoods, culmi- 
nating in the attempt to blast the 
good name of Lady Radcliffe, constituted 
“crimes as black. and foul as justice ever 
raised her sword to strike.” In thé opinion 
of all persons except, a coterie of enthusiasts, 
dupes, and their deceivers, the punishment 
of fourteen years’ penal servitude was, as 
Mr. Justice Mellor, who pronounced the 
sentence, said, wholly inadequate to the of- 
fense. Should it bé declared that the Court 
of Queen’s Bench had no jurisdiction to im- 
pose a cumulative sentence for various acts 
of perjury committed with all possible ag- 
gravating circumstances, it would be clear 
that the Legislature had underestimated the 
possible mischievousness of the crime. To 
some minds, unfortunately, the claimant’s 
career is attractive. He has been the discov- 
erer of agvhole unsuspected world of vulgar 
folly and ignorance which an industrious 


impostor may work for his own ends. 
The singular success of the butcher’s 
son in deluding people hitherto sup- 


posed to be sensible, the number and en- 
thusiasm of his adherents, the durability of 
the low-typed cult of which he was the ob- 
ject, and his startling demonstration of new 
possibilities in human ‘folly and credulity, 
might hereafter tempt imitators if the pun- 
ishment meted out to him had been small. 
Many persons at: Wapping and elsewhere 
would not object to being Baronets, and there 
ought to be no doubt in the minds of any one 
disposed to play over again the daring game 
in which he failed that the stakes are heavy. 

The verdict of the jury in the case of 
the “Queen vs. Castro” cannot be dis 
turbed or questioned. It was found that the 
Claimant was not Roger Tichborne;: that 
he was, in fact, Arthur Orton, the son 
of a’ butcher at Wapping. There are no 
means of questioning the findings of a jury 
in a criminal trial; and assuredly this would 
not be a case for maki any exception to 
the rule. At the trial in the Queen’s Bench 
no point of law was. reserved Tor considera- 
tion, and the only course now open to the 
friends of Orton was.to apply fora writ of 
error. This remedy is granted when some 
substantial defect is apparent in the pro- 
ceedings. The validity of the sentence was 
questioned almost as soon as it was pro- 
nounced, and a host of technical objections 
to it were brought to the notice of the full 
Court, and were one and all declared to be 
baseless. Legal decisions seem almost to re- 
quire as large drafts upon time as do geo- 
logical formations. It is a striking testi- 
mony to the Fabian policy of our law that 
noatty six years have elapsed before the 
matter in dispute has approached a final 
issue. 1 

Arthur Orton was found guiltv on two 
counts, in one of which it was alleged that 
he had committed perjuryin the action of 
ejectment in the Common Pleas, while in 
the other he was charged with having per- 
jured himself in an affidavit made in collat- 
eral proceedings Before a Commissioner in 
Chancery. He was sentenced to seven years’ 
penal servitude on each of the counts. The 
argument which is now urged is that there 
was no power toimpose more than seven 
years’ penal servitude for what was, in truth, 
one and the same perjury. The question 
must turn partly on a statute which says 
that ‘“‘besides the punishment already to be 
inflicted ” for perjury, it shall be lawful to 
imprison any one found guilty of it for “a 
time not exceeding seven years.” The 
statute proceeds to state that “judgment 
shall be given that the person convicted shall 
be committed accordingly, over and besides 
such punishment as shall be adjudged to be 
inflicted on such person agreeable to the laws 
now in being.” Asubsequentstatute, passed 
for no very clear reason, states that perjury 
may be punished with imprisonment. and 
hard labor “ either in addition to or in lieu of 
any other punishment ” allowed forsuch an 
offense, At common law a perjurer could be 
fined and imprisoned at the discretion of the 
court, and it will be contended that the statu- 
tory words are (not satisfied unless a term 
of penal servitude is tacked to a sen- 
tence of imprisonment. We need not 
speculate as to theSfate*of the new proceed- 
ings. If they fail again, there will be no 
ereat regret. Another term of seven years’ 
confinement will not>be too long for contri- 
tion. It is probable that when Orton is re- 
leased his engagements as a Parliamentary 
candidate, as a tavern-keeper, or as an itiner- 
ant grievance-monger, Will leave him little 
time for reflection on his misdeeds, Sterne 
tells us that he found in astreet of Versailles 
a Chevalier of St. Louis selling pies.

in the Land laws now in progress in Britain 
recalls the long struggle for the abolition of 
the feudal tenure whieh this province waged 
for over fifty years, and which was finally 
brought to a successful issue in 1854. It is 
not generally known to the outside world, 
but it is none the less true, that up to five- 
and-twenty years ago the feudal custom 
which prevailed in France prior to the Revo- 
lution existed, and was in full force, in 
Lower Canada. In 1508 the King of France 
gave letters patent to Paroche, the Governor 
of New France, as Canada was theh called, 
conferring upon him the right to occupy and 
enjoythe lands of the, colony, and to estab- 


after the ancient custom. Iw 1626 
these concessions were confirmed, but 
the year following they were trans- 
ferred from the Viceroys to the Company of 
the Hundred Associates, merchants, many 
of them Huguenots, who were intrusted with 
the tasit of colonizing the country, and in 
whom the sole right of foreign trade and of 
traffic with the savages in the interior ws 
vested, The King, of course, maintained his 
sovereignty intact, and the charter ined 
that in token of their fealty to hizh, the mer- 
chants should send to Paris on the coronation 
of each néw monarch a crown $f gold eight 
inarks or four pounds in weight) The Asso- 
ciates were empowered to divide up the lands 
as they saw fit and to create titles, honors, 
and prerogatives as seemed to them good, 
subject throughout to the King’s severeignty : 
and they bound themselves to transport emi- 
grants from the motherland to the colony 
to provide clergy, and to~ establish anc 
maintain courts of justice. This contract 
introduced the seigneurial tenure into 


Lower Canada. In 1663, however, the 
Associates, at his  Majesty’s request, 
surrendered their powers the Sovereign 


Council of Quebec, which was composed of 
officers directly appointed by him: and in 
1664 the country was made over to the West 
India Company, which thus became pos- 
sessed of dil the French colonies in the two 
hemispheres. The new Company’s tenure 
was very similar to that enjoyed by the Com- 
pany of the Associates, being feudal in char- 
acter throughout. In 1674 the West India 
Company was abolished, and New! Francé 
once more passed under the direct sway of 
the Crown, and there it remained until the 
cession of the country to England in 1763. 
cioage all this period of 150 years the seig- 
nenrs held their estates subject to the cus- 
tom or code of Paris, and, with some modifi- 
cations, enjoyed all the privileges and rights 
that custom conferred upon the seigneur of 
the mother-country, and by the articles of 
the capitulation of Montreal they were “‘con- 
served in entire and peaceable possession of 
their estates and enjoyments.”’ In 1864 their 
tenure was abolished; the Parliament of the 
United Provinces of Upper and Lower Cana-

The burdens which the French Canadian. 
settler thus bore for over 200 years were 
many and grievous. Compared with them 
the yoke of the Irish tenant is an easy one, 
The seigneur was absolute lord and master 
over his estate. He administered justice in 
three forms, haute, moyenne, et basse, and 
there was virtually no a @ against his de- 
cisions. He alone could build and work 
gristinills, and his tenantry, the censitaires, 
as they were called, had to bring their grist 
to his mill and pay him toll for the grisding. 
Under the English feudal tenure this was 
known as “doing suit to the mill,” and the 
toll was known as e moluwmento, the income 
from the mill, whence the word ‘*emolu- 
ment.”’ The seigneur had power to punish , 
the eensitaire by imprisonment for almost any 
length of time, but as settlers were scarce in 
those days the sentences were short. The 
standard punishment was the supplice a 
cheval. The cheval was a hu wooden 
affair like a clothes-horse; refract- 
= asant was strip and placed 
astride of it: weights were a hed 
to his feet, and he was left in this agony until : 
it pleased his master to order him down, 
Many died under this punishment and more 
were maimed for life. Besides pay rent 
the tenant had to pay lods et ventes, or tithes, 
on the sale of his crops, on the string of fish 
he caught in the creek running through the 
estate, and on the proceeds of his hunting 
expeditions, It is easy to understand that, 
after appearing the seigneur and ae 
the Church, which also exacted tithes, he hac 
not a great deal left. The censitaire was 
also subject to military duty, for which he 
got nothing but his victuals, and he had to 
work a certain number of days in the year on 
the highway; this was known as the droit 
des journees de corvee. in case of invasion 
the seigneur could ship him off to any of the 
military posts from Niagara to Beauséjour, 
and he had no claim for his services. ‘There 
was another right Which the seigneur might 
have exercised, but although it was inserted 
in some of the Canadian patents, there is no 
evidence to.show that it was ever enforced,— 
viz.: le droit de jambage, which conferred on 
the.lord of the manor the privilege certain 
Kings of France used to claim in their mar- 
riage contracts,—ou le Roi a signe. It is 
neither necessary nor prudent to be more ex- 
plicit here. MM. Guyot and Despeisses both 
say that the clergy in France claimed indem- 
nity in the shape of twa fat capons for com- 
muting this custom, which still lingers, hap- 
pily in a very mild form, in the custom that 
empowers the best man at the wedding to 
kiss the bride before the bridegroom enjoys 
his right todo so. The deeds of those days 
contained many singular provisions, particu- 
irrly the donations entre vifs or deeds of an- 
nuity between the seigneur and the censi- 
taires. In consideration of being allowed to 
cultivate an arpent or two of land in addition 
to the family holding, the censitaire would 
agree to pay his master annual toil of so 
many minots of “royal and merchantable 
wheat’: somany pounds of herbs; wn cochon 
raisonnable, a middle-sized pig, which the 
English-speaking notaries used to term a 
‘reasonable ” pig; and fish and game in 
stated quantities. He also bound himself to 
wait upon the seigneur in the latter’s illness; 
to go and fetch the priest and the doctor. 
when the master was in extremis, to pray 
for him when be was én, articulo, and to 
pray after his death for his soul’s eternal 
rest. In certain seigneuries the seigneur en- 
oyed exceptional rights. The French ne 
included fe droit de grenouillage under 
which the villains (the meaning attached to 
the word has changed for the worse) or vas- 
sals were compelled to turn out on the night 
of the seigneur’s wedding and beat the frog: 
ponds, so that he and his bride might sleepin 
peace. This right was enforced by at least 
one Canadian seigneur, the Lord of Beauport. 
At sundown the censitaires mustered at the 
manor-house armed with their muskets. 
The master ordered a libation of ace? to 
be set up in honor of the occasion, and, havy- 
ing toasted his health, the vassals sallied 
forth to the frog-ponds firing their guns.

ILLEGITIMATE PRICES OF IRON. 


An Iron-Dealer Alarmed at the Pres« 
ent Aspects of the Trade—Ill-Founded 
Hopes for Increased Demand—Greed 
Overreaching Itself. - 

New York Herald. . ean 

The following letter to the Herald will 
show that hopeful views and high spirits do 
not universally characterize the cogitations 
of those interested in the fron trade. The 
writer argues that the average demand for 
the niaterial is much less than the present 
rate of production, and he sees no reason to 
hope for’ a largely-increased demand in the 
near future. He therefore anticipates a glut 
in the market and consequent disaster as the 
results of a present prosperity more artificial 
than healthful, and more apparent than real, 
He considers that those interested are alreatl 
disturbed by signs of the coming storm, and 
hopes that measures may be taken to avert its 
effects, :

A YOUNG DOUGLAS. 


ASon of the Late Stephen A. Douglas 
Speaks, 

Stephen A. Douglas, Jr., a son of the Little 
Giant, whom the son greatly resembles, has 
been lecturing recently in Central and South- 
ern Lilinois, the following being an extract 
from his speech as made before a large au- 
dience in Mattoon last week, and reported in 
the Journal of that city: 

I am a stalwart Republican. Naturally 
enough, Icould be expected to feel a warm 
affinity for the Democratic party. Every as- 
sociation of my boyhood, and every atom of 
respect for my father made itso. After the 
War, l went to North Carolina to settle the 
estate of my mother, which did not require 
much work, for, between the ravages of the 
War and the bankrupt courts, little was left. 
When I went there I was prejudiced in favor 
of the Democracy, and considered myself a 
most enthusiastic and loyal Democrat. On 
the principles of that old party, I believed, 
rested the true foundation of our Govern- 
ment, and in the party that had always advo- 
cated them I expec to see them perpetu- 
a As time wore On and I made the ac- 
qaeiotance of Democracy as interpreted in 

e South, I wondered how the word came to 
be so effectually lost. It was the course of 
those who misrepresented themselves as 
Democrats that converted and made me a Re- 
publican. However,:I still claim to adhere 
tothe three ge principles on which my 
father based his political creed. These are: 
First, loyalty to the country; second, hard 
money; and third, the sovereignty of the 
people. The idea of this third principle is 
that the majority shall rule. Thisis disre- 
garded in the South, and therein is a cardinal 

rinciple of my father’s Democracy constant- 
y being set aside. : 

At least 40,000 frandulent votes were 
counted against usin North Carolina. Be 
fore the election, Jim Vance, the Democratic 
candidate for Goverror, admitted that if 
Judge Settle, his opponent, received 98,000 
votes in the State, which were the figures 
claimed fer him by his Republican support- 
ers, he (Vance) was defeated. The Repub- 
lican vote’ was- 110,900, and the Democrats 
made theirs 123,369. I would be willing to 
swear that in my,own county 600 more votes 
were returned than there were voters in 
the county. I knew the people of the county 
thonoeahiy. had canvassed it several times 
myself, and knew exactly what the lawful 
vote dught to be. They turned out the grave- , 
yards and had them all back again before the 
polls closed. \ 

The people of North Carolina, and in fact 
most of the Southern States, are purely local 
in their politics. They will often take much 
more interest in the choice of a Constable 
than President. In that campaign the inter- 
est centered in the contest for Governor. 
Little comparatively was said about the 
President, because the people did not take so 
much interest in that branch of the contest. 
Yet the Democrats contrived to put Tilden’s 
vote several thousand ahead of their candi- 
date for Governor, which every man in the 
State knows must have been by fraud. 

' Speaking of the candidates for President, 
Mr. Douglas said: “* The people of the South 
want Grant. They have confidence in him.

TERRY—JACKSON. 

Jud Tuley yesterday morning decided 
the of Miner, Beal & Hackett vs. Caro- 
line AJ Jackson, which was heard before him 
two wéeks ago. This was a bill to set aside 
aconvéyance of the house and lot No, 1393 
Indiana avenue, and of another house and lot 
on Paulina street, made by- the late E. B. 
Terry to the defendant, with whom he was 
living as his mistress. The deed of the Indi- 
ana avehue property was made to her Dec. 
21, 1871, and of the other Jan. 23, 1875, about 
two weeks before he died. The parties be- 
came acquainted in Park Ridge, where they 


‘both lived, and where Terry had a wife. 


Miss Jackson went to Park Ridge Jan. 1, 
1871, to teach school, and Terry met her at a 
sociable. He asked to correspond with her, 
and in February following met her in town 
and took her to dinner. The Judge, in de- 
scribing the case, recited the facts at great 
length. He said that Miss Jackson claimed 
she had been seduced the 12th of February, 
1871, but the evidence seemed to show that 
she knew what was coming, and that that 
happened, when she went to Terry’s room, 


she expected would happen. Their crim- 


inal relations continued uninterruptedly, 
and he had possession of the Indi- 
ana ayenue property in common. with 
Miss Jackson. At the time this property was 
vag her Terry was indebted to Miner, 
1 & Hackett -in a large amount,—some- 
thing like $37,000. In January following, a 
ee in bankruptcy was filed against him, 
ut he compromised at 50 cents on the dollar. 
Here was a debtor in insolent circumstances 
conveying away property worth $6,000 to 
$8,000, without consideration, to a person 
with whom he was living in illicit inter- 
course. The question then was as to whether 
such a deed was valid. Their intercouse 
being prohibited by law. could it by 
any possibility be the foundation of a 
good and valid consideration for the con- 
voyuer in question ? And, first, could a prior 
cohabitation be the consideration of a con- 
veyance? There was some conflict of the 
authorities on that ,subject. But even 
though a man might sflan er his estate, re- 
duce his wife and children to poverty, he 
could not make voluntary conveyances'that 
would be void as against existing creditors. 
The law considered that a creditor had a 
better right to the property of a debtor than 
It had always been 
that when a party made a conveyance 

of that kind it would be good as to himself 
and as to his heirs,. but was void as to the 
then exis creditors. But the evidence 
did not show that the conveyances 
in sree were made in consideration of 
t illicit intercourse, and, on the contrary, 

‘re appeared to be very little ground for 
supposing such to bethe case. The parties 
continued to live together, and the convey- 
ances were, no doubt, for future as well as 
tintereourse. There was no presumption 
that effect to be indulgedin. There was 
no question but’ that if Lore given for 
future intereourse, they would be void. The 
fact that Terry held possession of the prem- 
ises was a badge of fraud. Another question 
was as to whether the deed was void because 
made with intent to defraud creditors. As 
to the creditors of Terry at the time the 
deeds were made, there could be no doubt 
but that they were void; but, more than

that it was apparent from the evidence that 
Terry intended at the time he made the above 
conveyances to hinder, delay, or defraud 
his ereditors, present as well as future, 
within the aces cm of the law. The same 
rules applied to the Paulina street property. 
It was claimed the consideration for the con- 
veyances was a reparation for the seduction. 
But even supposing there had been a seduc- 
tion, which was no paregt. that would give 
MissJackson no right of action personally, 
and hence could give no consideration for 
the deeds. The consideration of the Paulina 
street property was the surrender of a note 
of Terry’s for $6,824. Miss Jackson testified 
that that note was given for a valuable consid- 
eration, but,.as she absolutely declined to state 
what the consideration. was, it was fair to 


proomye it was illicit intercourse, and hence . 


ormed no valid consideration. 

It was also claimed by the defendant that 
part of the consideration was for damages of 
the breach of promiseof marriage. But the 
evidence showéd MissJackson must have 
known of Terry’s matriage, and, as a prom- 
ise of marriage by 2 marr ed. man was only 
actionable when he concealed the fact that he 
was married to another woman, which was 
not the fact in the present case, nd considera- 
tion was shown forthe deeds. Miss Jackson 
swore that she did fot know he was married. 
But the evidence was against her, and she, 


‘an interested party, was contradicted by the 


testimony of disinterested persons. It was 
very improbable Terry should have 
agreed to pay her $30,000 for breach of 
promise of marriage. He must have been 
unacquainted with the law in Chicago if he 
supposed that that was the price a jury here 
would award in such acase. The facts justi- 
fied a belief that that money was not given her 
in reparation of any wrong done her. She 
must have known he wasa married man. 
The rights of Mrs. Terry depended on the 
success of the complainants, and if the con- 
veyaneces were set aside she was entitled to 
her dower. - Her deed of the Indiana avenue 
property signed with her husband only, 
bound her as against Miss Jackson. The 
decree therefore would be in favor of the 
complainants, setting aside the two conyey- 
ances by Terry to Miss Jackson as fraudulent 
and void, and ordering a sale for the benefit 
of the creditors, but subject to Mrs. Terry’s 


dower. 


@ THE WAR OFTHE BANKS. 

Judge Drummond yesterday disposed of 
the case of S. S. Burton, Receiver of the La 
Crosse National Bank, vs. A. H. Burley, Re- 
ceiver of the City National Bank, which was 
heard before him Monday and yesterday. It 
seems that the City National during 1874 and 
1875 had been cashing the notes of Suter, the 
President of the La Crosse bank, at his re- 
quest, tothe amount of some $15,000, and 
had also charged the same to the account of 
the bank. Monthly statements were also 
forwarded by the City National and admitted 
to be correct by the La Crosse bank. These 
accounts, however, were never, as a matter of 
fact, entered on the La Crosse bank books, 
but were simply marked on the accounts for- 
warded by the City National. The Judge 
held that, as there was no evidence showing 
the City National knew of the fraud_prac- 
ticed by the officers of the LaCrosse bank, that 
the latter was bound by the acceptance of the 
accounts, and the stockholders or creditors 
of the latter must suffer rather than those of 
the City National. A finding was therefore 
had in favor of the defendant, and the plaint- 
iff was also directed to pay over $1,158, be- 
ing a balance remaining in his hands belong- 
ing to the defendant.

Tile-Draining Roads. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 
Miran, Rock Island Co., Ill, Jan. 26.—I 
see by the last TrrbuNE that you are again 


' agitating the tile-draining of muddy reads. I 


have had some experience in land-draining 
for over forty years, and I have seen a great 
deal of thorough draining done, and, where 
done judiciously, there can be but one opin- 


ion,—that is, that it will dry the ground; but’ 


I doubt very much that a tile in the centre of 
the roadway, where the tramping and the 
pressure of the wagon-wheels will almost or 
altogether pack the soil so as to be imper- 
vious to water, would do any good; in fact, 
where drainage is properly done, the water is 
not permitted to go right down on top of the 
tile, as there would be danger of the new- 
stirred soil filling up the tile. Again a tile 
laid from thirty to thirty-six inches would 
freeze every cold spell, and it would take 
them a long time to. thaw out. I think the 
more excellent way would be to make an open 
ditch on either side of the road which should 
be raised trom the ditches above the level, 
and these open dit¢hes, if kept free from ob- 
structions, will be much more effectual and 
mitch less expensive than tile in the centre 
could be. 1 doubt that your correspondent’s 
lane that he tile-drained so effectually had 
much travel on it. Iam afraid it will bea 
very long time till we have good prairie 
road; the material to make them is very 
scarce and far between, and Our narrow- 
wheeled wagons that are heavily loaded are 
very injurious to good roads.

If they will not doso 
they are dishonest. Policy may dictate 
silence so as to have no record unmake as to 
candidates who get nominated for fear of 
their wrath. But this is unmanly, even hypo- 
critical. In favoring a candidate they would 
‘honestly and for good reasons have opposed 
before nomination, and supporting him after- 


» wards, they belittle themselves. This course 
‘on the past of otherwise good men is the 


fruitful source of the noted success of poli- 
ticians known to be dishonest. It makes 
such success possible. It encourages bad 
men to aim at and achieve success in politics, 
The race would be scarce if weak men did 
not give them countenance. 

The time for Republicans to diseuss the 
merits and demerits of our proposed candi- 
dates is now. 1 assume that the candidate 
against whom no incapacity, folly, or cor- 
ruption can be justly alleged can be elected. 
We have such, and can unite upon them, and 
the safety of our cause will be assured. But 
we have candidates as well as Gen. Grant 
who have not the confidence of the party, 
and do not deserve it, and who, if their nom- 
ination shall be thrust by caucus machinery 
upon us, will be at least unsupported by 
enough to make their defeat certain. Yet, if 
members of the party will not speak out now, 
their silence may be mistdken as indicating 
no choice, oras actually approving of any 
selection to be made by caucus managers.
